Indiscriminate Giving. 


The liberality of people when torched’ 
hy..the. needs.of .the..poor.ahd-suffering 
in every form is: one of the grandest 
things in our American life. At the 
present time there-is-probably-a-wider- 
demand upon charity our country over 
than for many years, Besides this, 
there is a need without the demand for 
helping many people too proud to ac- 
cept ordinary charity, yet so poor as to 
need help. This condition of affairs 
lays a burden upon every: person more 
fortunate than these, that must be 
take up hot only with cheérfulness, 
but with tact. ~ 

The two kinds of poverty that must 
be met demand two very different kinds 
of treatment.._The constant applicant 
for aid who is helped over and over by 
many different~ sources will have “his 
demands re-enforced at this time, and 
they need to be’granted, so far as keep- 
ing him warm and fed. are concerned. 
To this class are now added many. 
others, who by loss of work and ill- 
health need the same help of food and 
raiment. Andover people have been 
quick to meet:these demands, and food 
and raiment have been furnished: in 
abundance. But with the abundance 
has been mést woful waste, as. exj 
“denced by the fact that at Thanksgivin 
several cases are known where poor 
families received three or four turkeys, 
and one family is known of where so’ 
much clothing has been contributed 
for their comfort, that they have packed 
a barrel to send:across the water to their 
native laad. Now such doings as these 
demand some change, if charity is to 
accomplish what it ought to, in times of 
need like the present. ; 

The second class contains those peo- 
ple who are accustomed to save enough 
in summer for the demands of winter; 
those who are busy mechanics when 
the building season is on; but must be 
idle in the winter season, Very many 
such men have worked only a part of 
the time the past year; winter’s hard- 
ships come on now, and find these men 
with-no work and no money. They do 
not wish tharity, they are able to work, 
and want work, and the careless giver 
touches a very tender spot. when he 


; gives anything else than work. This 


class needs even more. care in being 
dealt with than the other, and both to- 
gether emphasize the urgent and imme- 
diate ‘need for better organization to 
deal with the question, To this end 
we wish to propose the following plan: 
There are in all our churches organiza- 
tions for the distribution of each 
church’s charity; let the heads of these 
organizations get together at once, or 
all members of all the societies holda 
mass meeting [and form themselves into 
an ‘Associated Charity” band. This 
‘band to have regular weekly meetings 
of 1ts-executive: committee,, who shall 
discuss every needy case demanding 
the next week’s Calls, and dividing 
among the organizations in the band 
the work of attending to such cases. 
This plan would seem a very simple 
solution of the -problem of giving, and 
by its adoption families who need shoes 
would not receive overcoats, and ex- 
pensive turkeys: would not take the 
place of a much more needed bushel of 
potatoes or sack of flour. 
Indiscriminate giving will do more 
harm than it'will good; organized and 
careful charity ‘makes the whole world 
kin, along the lines of Him who.‘ went 
about doing good.”’

Triple Pillar Saw Frame. 

Among the recént mechanical con- 
structions-of note isa triple pillar saw 
frame, conveniently designed to occupy 
a space not much wider than.an ordina- 
ry vertical log frame. In carrying out 
this plan the cross girder, which carries 
thesaw frame and thé erank shaft bear- 
ings, is in one. piece, the whole: being 
supported on three turned pillars, on 
which by means of screws connected by 
suitable gearing they are raised and 
lowered together. “In -order to limit the 
distance between the pillars as much as 


‘possible, the connecting rod is attached 


to the saw frame that .is farthest from 
the crank shaft. There is a bell crank 
pnd flywheel at each end of the crank 
shaft, which enable the machine to work 
steadily at high speeds without excessive 
vibration.—New York Sun.
